“Severat Towns and Large Farming 
District Damiged. 

Six persons injured $50,000 in dam- 
ages to “property =v sult: of the 
work of two tornadoes that struck fowa. 
Thursday night. ‘Lhe storms’ were one 
hundred and fitty miles apart,.one strik-. 
ing at Bayard, in (Guthrie County, and
